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#resident Speaks at Boston, Lynn 
and Nahant Mass., to Large 
Créwds—Leaves This Morn- 

* ing for Tour Through 
Maine. 


Boston, August 25.—Nahant and Lynr 
today again divided honors in welcoming 
the president. He spent a quiet merning 
and afternoon at the Lodge house, ans 
at 2:30 o'clock started for the platform 
in Nahant, where he was to deliver his 
eddress, Simultaneously .with .the mov- 
ing of the procession, a battery near by 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns. 

In the carriage with the president was 
the committee of selectmen; Senator 
Lodge and Secretary Moody were in the 
next carriage, followed by Secretary 
Cortelyou and Dr. Long and the other 
members of the party. As the president 
appeared on the platform he was loudly 
cheereG, About fifteen minutes were con- 
sumed in his address. 

The drive from Nahant to Lynn occu- 
pied about twenty minutes. At the city 
jine the president was met by Mayor 
Shepherd and a committee-and escorted 
to the city hall by two companies of 
mijitia and one of the naval brigade. 

Mayor fhepherd introduced the presi- 
€ent. It was perbaps the largest crowd 
which he has addressed since his visit 
to Pittsburg. 

After thanking the men of the national 
@uard who had acted as his escort, the 
president stated there was but little he 
cared to say, because he had come tv 
Mastachuretts to learn no less than to 
teach. He said that Lynn had 0been 
rendered a great city by the fact that the 
individual citizens in it know how to 
work, and did alike that duty in private 
and public life. He then referred to the 
ability of Mr. Moody, as secretary of the 
navy. Mr. Moody was on the platform. 

“In the navy,’’ he remarked, ‘‘we have 
got to have ships and good guns, but if 
you have rot get anything\else, the ships 
and the guns are worthi¢dss. You have 
got to have a man behind'the gun,’ and 
at this he turned to Mr. Moody. 

From the city hall the procession was 
taken to the depot, where there was a 
wait for the special train. The president 
heid an informa! reception on the plat- 
form. He asked to be introduced to 
Harry B S&tilles, chief musician of the 
Eighth regiment band, and thanked him 
for rendering ‘“‘Garry Owen,”’ which was 
played at the president’s request on thea 
way from the city hall to the station. 
As the train pulled out on its way to 
Boston, cheers were given to the presi- 
dent. \ 

Arrival at Boston. 

Bostoti, Mass., August 25.—The week's 
work for President Roosevelt in his, trip 
through New England began in earnest 
this afternoon, when he departed from the 
Summer home of the junior senator of 
Massachusetts, Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
at Nahant, and amid the enthusiasm of 
the’ gréatest number of people he has 

faced sihce the Pittsburg visit on July 
| 4. rode into line under cavalry escort and 
spoke from a platform at city hall. Then 
he was taken to Boston by special train 
and on arrival went to Symphony hall, 
‘there addressing a great gathering of 

Boston business men. His speech was 
devoted almost entirely to consideration 
of the trust question, 

Speech of the President. 

He said: 

“Governor Crane, Mayor Collins, Men 
and Women of Boston: I am glad to have 
the chance of saying a few words to 
you this evening. There are several mat- 


ters that I should like to discuss, and I 
can say in all sincerity that when I come 
here to New England, when I come to 
Boston. I like to go over as many sub- 
jects as possible so that I can get light 
on them, 

“7 have great faith in your judgment. 
I want to take up this evening the gen- 
eral question of our economic and social 
relations with specific reference to that

George W. Parrott and L. B. Folsom, 
early yesterday morning, received checks 
for $35,000 and $6,000, respectively, from 
Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 


ern railway, in »ayment for two pieces of 


property located on Peters sireet and 
Madison ‘avenue. The Parrott property 
fronts 241 feet on Madison avenue and is 
occupied. by the Maddox-Rucker ware- 
house. The Folsom property is 35 by 41 
feet, fronting on Peters street. 

Negotiations leading up to this purchase 
had been in progress for the past thirty 
days, and the Southern had held option 
on the property for that length of time. 
These negotiations had been conducted 
by E. P. Black, through whom the prop- 
erty was sold. 

The significance of this deal—the last 
of many, which make sthe total realty 
holdings of the Southern in this imme- 
diate vicinity aggregate $250,000 in value— 
will be seen at a glance. 

in brief, it means that the last obstacle 
in the way of the Southern: has been re- 
moved and that Work will be begun af 
once on a $£00,000 freight depot to be used 
by the Soutnern, the Central and the At- 
ianta and West Point. 

For Depot Purposes. 

This is not conjecture. Now that the 
last deal has gone through, the officials 
of the Southern have at last thrown aside 
the veil of mystery with which they sur- 
rcunded the prodigal purchase of nearly 
$60,000 worth of property and have no 
hesitancy in admitting that it was 
bought for depot purposes. 

On one point alone do they still main- 
tain silence—the Jocation of the union 
passenger station. 

This is but natural. The depot commis- 
sion has not yet replied to the commun!- 
cation recently sent to Governor Candler 
in which President Spencer outlined the 
Scuthern’s position in regard to entering 
a depot built on the state’s pmrperty. 
The subject matter of Mr. Spencer's let- 
ter is wall Known. He raised.certain in- 
surmountable objections toc the state's 
plan, but stated that if these were re- 
moved the Southern would be giad to 
come in. It was et this point that the 
state threw up its hands, and, realizing 
that any reply which might be made 
would not amount to the paper it was 
written on, dropped all further corre- 


spondence and practically ebandoned the | 


idea of future effort. 

The Southern, however, will not in all 
probability disclose its plans in detail 
until a formal statement from Governor 


Candler is received. This reply will not | 


be forthcoming until after the legislature 
meets. 

It can be stated, however, that the 
passenger station will be located on or 
near the site now occupied by the .Cen- 
tral's freight depot. It will be a mag- 
nificent structure, costing in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000, se®eral hundred fect 
long, and will tront on the Mitchell 
street -viaduct, giving an easy access to 
the public. 

Barbour Thompson Talks. 

J. S&S. B. Thompson, of the Southern, 
was seen yesterday morning and asked 
what the purchase of the Parrott and 
Folsom property meart. 

“Has it been bought?’’ he inquired. 

He was told that the transfer had been 
made, and that Mr. Parrott and Mr. 
Folsom had received checks some hours 
earlier in the day. After assuring him- 
self that this was the case, he said: 

“Now that the property, 
pazsec into the hands of the Southern, 
I have no hesitancy in discussing the 
matter frankly. I knew that the South- 
ern had options on it, and that the trad: 
might be closed at any timfe, but until 
it' was I could not talk. : 

The Parrott and Folsom property was 
the keynote to the situation, without 
which it would have been impossible to 
run our tracks the freight depot 
which we had planned.

Tifton, Ga., Aug. ist 25.—(Special. )—The 
killing of Hillman ‘Paulk, together with 
several shootings and minor rows, all 
growing out of the illegal sale of whisky 
in this vicinity, have caused much indig- 
nation. For a long time our people have 
tried to preak up this nefarious bus!i- 


ness, but an arrest and conviction only 
brought a small fine and the sale of 
liquor kept.on. 

_ This morning a posse of citizens, over 
fifty strong, visited every man in town 
suspected of selling whisky, where there 
Was strong proof of his guilt, and told 
him that he must cloge up his business 
and leave the community within three 
days. 

Just outside the city Nmits are two 

negro suburbs, and in these the sale of 
whisky has been bold and open and con- 
victions most difficult to secure. To these 
the committee next turned its attention. 
* The first place visited was that of R. 
T. Ellison, colored, but he was found 
aww@y from home. Near there 100 gallons 
of whisky and beer were found and de- 
stroyed. Warrants were also sworn out 
for the proprietor. 

The next .place visited was Ben Hay- 
slip’s, and he loudly protested his inno- 
cence. The committee found where he 
had emptied about fifty gallons of whisky 
and several casks of beer onsthe ground 
which had not dried. About fhree wagon 
loads of empty bottles were found. 

Hayslip and his clerks were placed un- 
der arrest. Several other places were 
visited, but no searches made. as the 
proprietors had warning of the commit- 
tee coming. All of them were warned to 
leave the county within three days. 

It is thought that white men are back- 
ing these negroes in this business, and 
if this can be proven these mg: will be 
severely dealt with. Our citizens want 
to give ample warning that this traffic 
will not be permitted here, 

Charged with Killing Brother. 

Tifton, Ga., August 25.—(Spectal.)—Mack 
Paulk, brother of Hillman Paulk, the 
prominent farmer who was found mur- 
dered in the road near here yesterday, 
Was arrested today on the charge of be- 
ing the slayer. He has been committed 
to jail. Officers are looking for John 
Walker, a young white man, who is 
suspected of being an accessory to the 
murder. 

A witness appeared before the coroner's 
jury and testified that he passed Hill- 
man and Mack Paulk about a mile from 
Tifton. They were riding 1n Mack's bug- 
gy and leading Hillman’s horse. That 
was the last seen of Hillman alive. 

The closer examination of Hillman 
Paulk’s body show® signe of a struggle, 
there being an imprint of teeth as if he 
had been bitten on the back of the neck 
and his mouth bruised as if from a 


blow.

Blount county, Oneonta—Blount county 
is close with chances in favor of John- 
ston. His majority will, however, prob- 
ably not exceed 150. 

Bullock county, Union Sprin#s—Bullock 
is close, Jelks’ majority being estimated 
at 20. .Tom Frazier, Jelks’ nephew, has 
been electeq to the senate and Powell and 
Franklin to the house.

STRIKERS STAB 
A POLICEMAN 


Officer's Son Was a Non- 
Union Workman at a 
Colliery. 


STRIKERS’ PICKETS WERE 
BEATING THE YOUNG MAN 


His Father Went fo the Rescue and 
the Enraged Men Set Upon 
the Old Man and Inflicted 
Serious Wounds with 
Knives. 


Hazleton, Pa., August 2%.—August 
Sheuch, aged 66 years, a special police- 
man in the service of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal Company, was assaulted and stabbed 
on the outskirts of the city today while 
attempting to rescue his son, William 
Sheuch, a non-union workman employed 
at the company’s No. 40 colliery, from a 
mob of about 3,000 strikers, who had 
gathered from all parts of the Hazleton 
region on the roads leading to the mine 
to frustrate the plans of the company 
for a partial resumption of operations 
with a non-union force of 250 hands. 

A majority of the non-union men were 
taken to the workings in a special train, 
with which the strikers did not attempt to 
interfere. William Sheuét who lives in 
this city, walked from his. home toward 
the colliery and thus fell into the hands 
of the pickets. Most of the clothing was 
torn from his back in the struggle which 
followed. When Sheuch’s father rushed 
to his ald the mob set upon the elder 
Sheuch, who was finally rescued by a 
mine foreman and removed tothe Miners’ 
hospital. Sheuch was stabbed in the 
breast and on each hip, kicked in the ab- 
domen and struck on the head with a 
stone. His injuries are not very seri- 
ous. 

The knife which was sunk into his 
breast struck a rib and that fect prob- 
ably saved his life.- The effort to prevent 
work at the mines was successful. 

The report of a resumption at the Cran- 
berry colliery of A. Pardee & Co. caused 
about 500 men to gather near the mine to- 
day, but no attempt was made to start 
work. 


Fired on His Pursuers. 
Pottsville, Pa., August 25.—George W. 
Heatly, an outside foreman at the Brook- 
side colliery of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, is un- 
der $10,000 bail, charged with shooting 
George Searer, aged 19 years, of Tower 
City. Wheatley says he was followed 
through the streets by a crowd of strik- 
ers and their sympathizers, who jeered 
and hooted him. Becoming enraged he 
drew a revolver and fired into the crowd. 


Were Related to Non-Unionists. 

Shenandoah, Pa., August 25.—The school 
board of Mahanoy township today re- 
moved six of the oldest teachers in the 
township. The reason given was that 
members of the families of these teachers 
were non-union mine workers. Among 
those affected is one named Bedell, sister 
of Joseph Bedell, who' was killed during 
the riot of July 30.

FALLING OFF IN BOTH METALS 


The Production of Gold in Georgia 
Led the Rest of the Southern 
States During Year. 


Washington, August 2%.—George ~ E. 
Roberts, directors of the mint, has is- 
sued his final estimate of the production 
of gold and silver in the United States 
during the calendar year 1901. Mr. Rob- 
erts’ statement shows that during the 
year the United States produced 3,806,508 
ounces of gold, valued at $78,666,700, a de- 
crease of $504,300, or 0.636 per cent as com- 
pared with the yeld of 1900. 

The silver yield for 1901 amounted to 
55,214,008 ounces, of the commercial value 
Or $33,128,400, which was 2,433,000 ounces, 
or 5 per cent less than it was in 1900. 

The total value of the precious metals 
produced by the United States in 1901 
amounted to $111,795,100, which was $1,964,- 
100 or 2 per cent less than the yield for 
1900, 

In 1901 the gold production of Georgia 
was valued at $124,600; silver $240. North

silver; South Carolina $46.600 gold and $120 
silver; Virginia $5,300 gold and $420 sil- 
ver,

Boer Prisoners of War Still Held in 


Ceylon. 

Washington, August 2%.—According to 
the report of United States Consul Morey, 
at Colombo, Ceyton, where a large num- 
ber of Boer prisoners of war have been 
held captives, the repatriation of the 
prisoners is not to take place at once, 
but will depend on the readiness of the 
colonial governments to receive them, as 
the circumstances of the new colonies 
do not admit of the return of unlimited 
numbers at one time. foreign prisoners 
of war who do not claim to be burghers 
will not be allowed to return to South 
Africa. They may leave Ceylon at once 
at their own expense or be handed over 
to their consuls if’ their governments 
wish to make special arrangements for 
moving them, for otherwise they must 
wait until the British government finds it 
convenient to repatriate them.

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A COMMERCE OF ISLAND OF CUBA 


War Department Shows Value of 
Imports. 

Washington, August 25.—The Insular di- 
vision of the war department has just 
published its last summary of the com- 
merce of the island of Cuba. The sum- 
mary shows that the total value of im- 
ports into Cuba during the military occu- 
pation was $225,437,135 and the exports 
were $45,000,000 less than the imports, a 
fact attributed to the destruction of prop- 
erty and damage ‘to agriculture caused 
by the war. 

The United States furnished 43 per cent 
of the imports, and took 75 per cent of 
the exports. 

Principally all the sugar went to the 
United States. The balance of trade was 
decidedly in favor of Cuba, though not so 
great as in former years, and it is re- 
marked that the trade of the United 
States has not kept pace in any of the 
latin American countries with its won- 
derful strides in other parts of the world.

GOOD OUTLOOK FOR BUSINESS. 


‘London Comment on Prospects in 
United States. 

London, August 26.—In an editorial ar- 
ticle this morning discussing the present 
economic situation in the United States 
The Times says it considers that, al- 
though the commercial credit of the Unit- 
ed States is, perhaps, not quite so good 
as it was a year ago, and the actual situa- 
tion not entirely free from disquieting 
features, yet, being favored with good 
harvests and a promising cotton crop. 
business prospects appear to be healthy 
for another year. For the next 
months, at least, the big harvests of the 
United States will probably secure the 
business world against the collapse of 
credit in New York, but the paper con- 
tinues: ‘‘Uniless we are to accept the new 
fang'ed doetrine that in geome. mysterious 
way economic .jaws need nat be taken 
into account wheré América is édncerned, 
the present state of things and the pres- 
ent fashion of finance cannot continue 
forever. Mere magnitude of resources, 
however dazzling to the unthinking, wg! 
not save their owner trom embarrass- 
ment or worse, if he allows his liabilities 
to grow in excess of them.’’ 


HITS THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


London Daily Mail on the Venezuelan 
Blockade. 

London, August 2.—The Daily Mail. 
in an editorial] article on Venezuelan re- 
sistance of European powers in main- 
taining a blockade and seizing duty ves- 
sels, declares it to be impossible for Eu- 
rope to allow a piratical and predatory 
government of this type to disturb the 
commerce of the West Indies and the se- 
curity of the Caribbean sea. ‘‘This time 
Venezuela must be taught a lesson,’’ says 
the paper. After inveighing against 
the Monroe doctrine, the editorial con- 
cludes: 

“America should keep her disorderly 
states In order and chastise them when, 
relying on their weakness and her pro- 
tection, they offend against international 
law.”’

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ROOSEVELT SPEAKS.ON- 
- CONTROL OF THE TRUSTS 


problem with which I think our people 
are greatly concerning themselves—the 
problem of our complex social condition 
as intensified by the existence of the 
great corporations which we rather loose- 
ly designate as trusts. But I wish to say 
one or two things as preliminary. In the 
first place I have not come, here to say 
that I have discovered a paterft cure-all 
for the trusts. 

“When people’s minds are greatly agi- 
tated on any subject, and especially when 
they feel deeply but rather vaguely that 
condifons are nat right, it is far 
pleasanter in addressing them to be indif- 
ferent as to what you promise, but it is 
much less pleasant afterward. 

“Of crurse, the worth of a promise 
consists purely in the way in which the 
perform ice squares with it. That has 
got tw: ides to it. In the first place if 
& man. honest he will try just as har@ 
to kee promise made on the stump as 
one made off the stump. In the second 
place if the people keep their heads they 
won't wish promises to be made which 
are impossible of performance, 

‘‘Now you see that one side of that 
question is my duty and the other$side is 
yours. Mankind goes ahead but slowly 
and it goes ahead mostly through each of 
us trying to do, or at least through each 
of the majority of us trying to do, the 
best that is in them and doing it in the 
most intelligent and sanest way. We 
founded our republic on the theory that 
the average man, as a rule, will do the 
right thing; that in the long run the ma- 
jority are going to decide for what is 
sane and wholesome. If our fathers were 
mistaken in that theory, if ever the mass 
of the people do what is unwholesome, 
what is wrong, then the republic cannot 
stand. I care not how good its laws, I 


’ care not in what marvelous mechanicism 


its construction may be embodied. Back 
of the law, back of the administration, 
back of our system of government, lies 
the average manhood of our people. In 
the long run we are going to go up or go 
down, according as the average standard 
of our citizenship does or does not wax 
in growth and grace. 
What Constitutes Citizenship. 

‘“‘Now when we come to the question of 
g00d citizenship the first requisite is that 
the man shall do the homely, every-day, 
hum-drum duties well. A man is not a 
good citizen, I do not care how lofty his 
thoughts are about citigenship in the ab- 
stract, if in the concrete his actions do 
not bear them out, and it does not make 
much difference how high his aspirations 
for mankind at large are. If he does not 
behave well in his own family, those as- 
pirations are not going to bear’ very 
visible fruit. He has got to be a good 
bread winner; he has got to take care of 
his wife and children; he has got to be a 
neighbor whom his neighbors can trust; 
he has got to act squarely in his business 
relations. In fact, he has got to do all 
those every-day, ordinary things or he is 
not a good citizen. 

“But he must do more than that. In 
this country of ours the average citizen 
has got to devote a good deal of thought 
and time to the affairs of the state as a 
whole or those affairs are going to go 
backwards. That time must be devoted 
steadily and intelligentiy. If there is any 
one quality which is not admirable, 
whether in a nation or in an individual, 
it is history. The man or woman who 
makes up for ten days’ indifference to 
duty by eleven days’ morbid repentance 
about that indifference is of very scant 
use in the world. 

“Now in the same way it is of no 
possible use to decline to go through al! 
the ordinary duties of citizenship for a 


long space of time and then suddenly get 
up and feel angry about something or 
somebody not clearly defined in one’s 
mind and demand reform as if it were a 
concrete substance and could be handed 
out forthwith. Now this is a preliminary 
to what I want to say to you about it§is 
whole question of corporations. as affcct- 
ing the public. There are very many dif- 
cult problems with which we are faced as 
one of the results of the forces which, 
taken all together, we speak of as prog- 
ress. 

“Tt is worse than useless for-any of us

to rail at or regret the great growth in 
industrial civilization of the last half cen- 
tury. Speaking academically we can, ac- 
cording to our several temperaments, re- 
gard that the old lights have vanished 
or not, as we choose. Boston and the 
thriving cities of Massachusetts have 
been built up as a result of those forces. 
There is but little use in regretting that 
things have not shaped themselves differ- 
ently. ‘Ihe practical thing to do ig to 
face the conditions as they are and see 
if we cannot get the best there is in 
them out of them. We are not going 
to get any complete or perfect solution 
for all of the evils which come to our 
minds when we think of the trusts by any 
Single action on our part. good manv 
actions in a good many different ways will 
ibe required before we get. many of those 
evils even partially remedied. We have 
got to, first of all, think clearly—we have 
got to, probably, experiment somewhat. 
We must above all show by our actions 
that our interest ils permanent and not 
Spasmodic and we have got to see that 
all the steps are taken toward the solu- 
tion. Every one who thinks knows that 
the only way in which any problem of 
great importance was ever successfully 
solved was by consistent and persistent 
effort toward a given end; effort that did 
not end with any one election or with any 
one. year, but was continued steadily, 
temperately and resolutely. 
Talks About the Trusts. 

‘It is a little difficult to set clearly 
before us all of the, evils, but I think that 
those gentlemen, and especially those 
gentlemen of large means, who deny that 
the evils exist are acting with great 
folly. I am far from being against prop- 
erty when 1 ask that the question of 
trusts be taken up. 1 am acting in the 
most conservative sense in property’s in- 
terest. When a great corporation is sued 
for violating the anti-trust law it is not 
a@ move against property; it is a move in 
favor of pKoperty, because when you can 
make it evident that all men, big and 
small alike, have to obey the law, you 
are putting the saieguard of law around 
ail men. When you make it evident that 
every man will be protected from viola- 
lating the law you make it evident that 
every man will be protected frof viola- 
tion of law. 1 am inclined to think that 
much of the greatest trouble in any im- 
mediate handling of the question of the 
trust comes [trom our system of govern- 
ment. Let me go back one moment. | 
want to guard what 1 am saying. I want 
you to understand that my words are be- 
ing taken at their exact tace value. Re- 
member, 1 am not saying that even if we 
had all the power we could completely 
solve the trust question. Gentiemen, if 
what we read in the newspapers is true, 
they are.speaking of a humber of inter- 
national trusts now. 

“it would be very difficulé for any set 
of laws, on our part, to deal completely 
with a probiera waich becomes interna- 
uonda] in its bearings, but a great deal 
‘(an be done in varieuS ways now. A 
great deal is being Gone and a great deal 
more Can ve Gone if-we can see that the 
power 18 put somewhere to do it. On the 
whole, our system of government fas 
worked marveiously well, the system of 
dividing the functions ot government, of 
arranging a scheme under which Maine, 
Louissanu, Uregon, ldaho, New York and 
soutn Carolina can ail come in together 
for certain purposes and yet each be al- 
lowed to work its salvation as it desires, 
along certain lines. But while 1 most 
firmly believe in fixity of policy, 1 do not 
believe that policy should be fossilized, 
and if it is to be changed, we must change 
our governmcntal method to meet it. 

“I believe, with all my heart, in the 
New England town meeting, but you can- 
not work the New England town meet- 
ing in Boston. You have got to try some- 
thing else. But when this government 
was founded there were no great in- 
dividual or corporate tortunes and com- 
merce and industry were being carried on 
very much as they had been from the 
days when Nineveh and Babylon stood in 
the Mesopitamian valiey. ‘he wagons 
there and the pack train and the sailing 
craft—those were the methods of com- 
merce. Everything has been revolution- 
ized in the business world since and the 
progress of civilization from being a 
trickle has become a torrent. There was 
no particular thing at that time to bother 
as to whether the nation or the state 
bad control of the corporations. They were 
easy to control. Now, however, the exact 
reverse is the case, and remember I say 
‘corporations,’ 1 do not say merely trusts. 
mereiy combinations of corporations, or

MacArthur made public today the text 
of the rules agreed upon for the coming 
army and navy maneuvers. The whoie 
scheme of operations is based upon the 
assumption that, in anticipation of a 
declaration of hostilities; a strong hostile 
fleet, without torpedo boats, determines 
to make a sudden dash on the eastern 
entrance of Long Isiand sound to secure 
@ naval base in the expectation of find- 
ing the land, in the absence of a declara- 
tion of war, in a somewhat prepared con- 
dition. 

The periods of the maneuvers are to 
be divided into two district phases—period 
of preparation and period of hostilities. 
During the first period it is intended that 
there shall be a day attack and a night 
attack by the fleet and, if possible, a bom- 
bardment and the forcing of @ passage. 
During the ensuing period mines and ob- 
structions may be planted by the defense 
and the conditions of war are to be fol- 
lowed as closely as possible. 

On the part of the army the information 
to be gained relates to the general effi- 
ciency, down to the smallest detail, of ail 
that appertains to the construction and 
armament of the land defenses and the 
training of the forces manning them. The 
navy will concern itself with the best 
means of obtaining ranges, the effect of 
mines and obstructions, formations of at- 
tack, efficiency of signals, the use of 
search lignts ang the general control of 
artillery fire. 

Umpires of both services are to be de- 
tailed to all ships and forts and will re- 
port to a board of arbitration of five offi- 
cers, whose judgment will be final. In ad- 
dition a number of observers will,act with 
each of the forces as the representatives 
of the other. 

The period of preparation will be from 
midnight August 30 to midnight August 
31—the period of hostilities extending from 
the latter hour to noon September 6. The 
defense will consist Forts Rodman, 
Adams, Wetherill, ble, Mansfield, 
Wright, Michie territory and the fort on 
Gardner’s point. There will be no float- 
ing defense. The attack will consist of 
about fifteen ships, of which five will 
rank as battle ships and the rest as 
cruisers and gunboats. 

The umpires and observers will assemble 
at the war college at Newport on August 
27 to discuss the rules and on August 29 
will be distributed to their various sta- 
tions. The naval militia will embark at 
Newport on August 3 to be distributed to 
the ships. 

At the close of the maneuvers the at- 
tacking fleet will pass in review befors 
the forts. 

Elaborate rules are laid down to esti- 
mate the value of the fire of guns of All 
calibers so as to determine when any 
ship or fort shall be considered to have 
been put out of action or silenced. All 
mines are to be fully called and furnished 
with dummy charges and fuses, the ex- 
plosion of which will be supposed to en- 
tail the destruction of any vessel passing 
over a mine. No communication will he 
held with the shore by the fieet except 
under a flag of truce and no boats will be 
allowed alongside the ships.

For instance, some time ago the 
attorney general took action against a 
certain trust. ‘here has been considera- 
ble discussion as to whether the trust 
aimed at would not seek to get out from 
under the law by becoming a single cor- 
poration. : 

National Government Necessary. 

“I want laws to enable us to deal 
with it, no matter what shape it takes. 
il want to see the government able to get 
at it deiinitely so that the action of the 
government cannot be evaded by any 
turning within or without federal or 
State siatutes. At present we have real- 
ly no actual control over a big corpora- 
tion which does business in more than 
one state. Frequently the corporation 
has nothing to do' whatever with gie 
State in which it is incorporated except 
to get incorporated, and its actions may 
be taken in entirely different communi- 
ties—communities wnich may object very 
much to the methods of incorporation in 
the state named. I do not think you can 
get action by any state, action by all the 
states, that will give us satisfactory con- 
trol of the trusts or big corporations, and 
the result is at present that we have a 
great, powerful, artificial creation, which 
09 no creator to which it is responsi- 

ie, 

“Of course it is a mere truism .that 
the corporation is the creature of the 
State; that the state is sovereign. Now 
I want to make a feal and not a nomina! 
sovereign; to have some one sovereign to 
which the ccrporation shall be really, and 
not nominally, responsible. 

“At present ‘if we pass laws nobody 
can tell whether they will amount to any- 
thing. Now that has two bad effects. 
In the first plece, the corporation becomes 
indifferent to the lawmaking body, and in 
the next place, gentlemen, the lawmak- 
ing body gets into that most pernicious 
custom of passing a law, not with refer- 
ence to what will be done under it, but 
with reference to its effects on the 
opinions of the voters. That is a bad 
thing. When any body of lawmakers 
passes a law not solely with reference as 
to whether that law will do geod or ill, 
but with the knowledge that not much 
will come of it, and yet that, perhaps, the 
people, as a whole, will likely think it 
was good, it does not speak well for the 
lawmakers, and it does not speak very 
weil for the people either. What I hope 
to see is power given to the national 
legislature which thall make the control 
real. It would be an excellent thing :f 
we could have all the states act on some- 
what similiar lines, so that it would be 
unnecessary for the national government 
to act: but all of you Know perfectly 
well the states will not act on somewhat 
similar lines. , 

“Nothing has been done in the direc- 
tion of intelligent gps by the states 
as a collective body with these great 
corporatiors. Here in Massachusetts you 
have what I regard as, on the whole, ex- 
cellent corporation laws. [ think that 
most of our difficulties—here again re- 
member I am not promising the mii- 
jenium; it is not in my power to promise 
it—would be in a fair way of solution if 
we had the power to put on the national 
statute books, and did put on them, laws 
for the nation much like these you have 
here on the subject of corporations in 
Massachucetts. 

“So you see, gentlemen, I am not advo- 
cating anything very revolutionary. I 
am advoecitirg action to prevent anything 
revolrticnary. Now, if we can get ade- 
quate ccntro! by the nation of these cor- 
porations, then we can pass legislation 
which will give us the power of regula- 
tion and supervision over them. If the 
that power. mind you, I 
should advccate as strenuously as I knew 
how that power should be exercised with 
extreme caution of self-restraint. No 
good will come’ from plunging in with- 
out having looked carefully ahead.

I want publicity as to the es- 
sential facts, in which the public has an 
interest. I want the knowledge given tu 
the accredited representatives of the peo- 
ple of facts on which those representa- 
tives can, if they see fit, base their ac- 
tions later. The publicity itself would 
cure many evils. Some of these things 
I have said can be done now. A good 
deal is being gone now. As far as the 
anti-trust 'aws go they will be enforced. 
No suit will be undertaken for the sake 
of seeming to undertake it. Every suit 
that is undertaken will be begun because 
the great lawyer and upright:-man whom 
we are so fortunate as to have as attor- 
ney general, Mr. Knox, believes that 
there is a yiolation of the law which we 
can get at, and when the suit is under- 
taken it won’t be compromised excepting 
on the basis that the government wins. 

“Of course, gentlemen, no Jaws amount 
to anything unless they are administered 
nonestly end fearlessly. 

“Then I believe—I am not going to say 
I am sure of it—but I believe it is possi- 
ble to frame national legislation which 
shall give us more power than we have 
now: at any rate, over corporations do- 
ing an interstate business. |] cannot guar- 
antee it, because in the past it has more 
than once happened that we have got 
laws on the statute books which those 
who made them intended to mean one 
thing and when they came up to decision, 
it was found that the intention had not 
been successfully put into effect. But 1 
believe that additional legisiation can be 
had. I think we have got to make up our 
minds to the fact that no matter what 
our reverence to the past may be, our 
duty to the present and future will force 
us to see that more power is conferred 
upon the national administration. 

“When the power has been conferred 
it will rest with the national government 
to exercise it. At present we arc¥zoing 
to do the best we can with strawless 
bricks, but remember they are bound 
to be strawless. Finally, men and wom- 
en of New England, men and women of a 
state that represents so much, that has 
always representeG so much that is high- 
est and best in the spirit of true Ameri- 
canism, I ask you to remember that after 
all has been done that can be done, by 
governmental action; after you have ex- 
ercised your best wisdom and exercised 
it in the most resolute and lofty spirit; 
after you have given all the needed pow- 
er to the national government and after 
that ._power has been exercised in the 
wisest and most resolute fashion, it wili 
still mean that what has been done is 
not to make everything smooth for each 
man, but simply to give a better opportu- 
nity for each man to work out his own 
future on good terms for himself. 

“Wise laws can do something and we 
are not to be excused if we fail to in- 
sist upon ‘these wise laws. Honest ad- 
ministration of the laws can do some- 
thing re and still less are we to be 
excused, as a people, if we condone or 
connive at a failure to administer the 
laws by the public servants of tne people. 
After those laws have been enacted, af- 
ter they have been enforced, it will re- 
main true, here in this century, as it has 
been trye in every century throughout the 
history, that the fundamental factor on 
each man’s success in life must be that 
man’s own character; the total sum of 


the qualities of truthfulness, earnestness,

SISTERS 
BOARD FOR PARDON 


Petition for Harry Joiner Will Be Pre- 
sented Wednesday. 


SERVING LIFE SENTENCE 


He Is a Young White Man Convicted 
of Murder of a Peddler in Bibb 
County—Petition Has Many 
Signatures—Other Macon 
Newe in Brief. 


Macon, Ga. August 25.—(Special.)—On 
next Wednesday an application for the 
pardon of Harry Joiner, of Bibb coun- 
ty, will be presented to the prison com- 
mission, which meets on that day. Join- 
er’s sisters and others will go before the 
board with a petition numerously signed 
by citizens of Macon, asking for the 
pardon. It is understood that the jury 
which convicted Joiner are among. the 
signers of the petition. 

Joiner is a young white man of Macon, 
who was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life for . the murder of a peddler 
named Yon. The murder was committed 
for a few dollars that Yon had. No 
one saw the crime perpetrated. Yon’s 
dead body was found one night In a 
dark and lonely place by a tree oppo- 
site the Bibb mills, near the intersection 
of First and Oglethorpe streets. His 
throat had been cut from ear to ear. 

It is argued in the application for par- 
don that Joiner was convicted on circum- 
stantial evidence; that he is in failing 
health, and his mother and sisters are 
dependent on him for a support.

ILLITERACY IN THE COUNTRY. 


Census Office Makes an Ir ,resting 
Report. . 

Washington, August 25. —The census of- 
fice today issued a preliminary report on 
illiteracy among men of voting age in 
city and country districts in the census 
year of 1900. The report includes under 
the term ‘‘illiterate,’’ those who can 
neither read nor write and also a smali 
number who can read, but cannot write. 
In the United States, as a whole, exclud- 
ing Alaska and Hawaii, the male popula- 
tion at 21 years of age and liwng in cit- 
ies having at least 25,000 inhabitants was 
5,885,644, of whom 339,223, or 6 per cent, 
were reported as illiterate. The rest of 
the country the number of men of voting 
age was 16,248,655, of whom 1,949,247, or 13 
per cent, were reported as illiterate. 
These figures indicate that {lliteracy 
among the adult males is less than haif 
as prevalent in the large cities as it is 
in the rest of the United States. The dif- 
ference, the reports say, is due largely to 
the fact that the urban population of the 
country is massed in the northern and 
western states and illiteracy,is less ‘fre- 
quent than in other parts ot the coun- 
try. 


Death of Prominent Lawyer. 

Philadelphia, August 2.—John C. Bul- 
litt. a prominent lawyer, who for many 
years was closely icentified with public 
affairs, died today of apoplexy at his 
eummer home in Paoli, near here.

WILCOX CASE 
TO BE ARGUED 


It Is the Next Case on the 
Docket of the Supreme 
Court. 


CONVICTED OF MURDER 


BY THE SUPERIOR COURT 


Counsel Says if Me Is Lynched the 
Newspapers Will Be Respon- 
sible—Applicants Examined. 
Other North Carolina 
News. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 25.—(Special.s— 
The fall term of the supreme court began 
today. The dockets of the sixteen dis- 
tricts are not heavy and the number of 
cases.of marked importance are few. 
Easily the chief is that of Jim Wilcox, 
the Elizabeth City murderer, which will 
be argueq tomorrow. The general belief 
is that the verdict tn the superior court 
will be sustained, which means death to 
Wilcox. Wilcox’s counsel says that if 
Wilcox is ever lynched that fate will be 
due to the feeling the newspapers have 
aroused against him. This seems to be a 
sweeping assertion, for the bitter feeling 
against him is not due to the reading of 
newspapers, 

The applicants for license as attorneys 
were examined by the supreme court to- 
day, there being over forty of them. It 
will probably be a week before the court 
passes on their papers. As a rule only 
two-thirds of the aspirants get license, 
so strict is the examinatiop. Two years’ 
study is now required. Once the obtaining 
of license was utterly easy; now it is 
hard. 

North Carolina News. 

The demand for the invaluable ‘Regi- 
mental History,’ issued by the state, to 
which The Constitution yesterday _re- 
ferred so strongly, is great. These 
volumes go all over the-country. It Is 
‘said they make by far the best history 
published by any state in the once con- 
federate states. The roster of this state’s 
troops in that service is in four volumes, 
but is to be made perfect, errors and omis- 
sions having been found. 

The annual convention of the North 
Carolina negro firemen will be held here 
next week. There are about thirty ne- 
gro fire companies and they always work 
faithfully. Their work is highly appre- 
ciated. They have good apparatus and 
equipment. Raleigh has one of the oldest 
and best of these companies, the ‘‘Vic- 
Its first fireman was James H. 
Jones, who was a servant of Jefferson 
Davis and was with the latter when he 
was captured near Washington, Ga. 
Jones was taken to Fort Monroe with 
Mr. Davis. The two were always de- 
voted friends. The Constitution corre- 
Spondent secured for the state library 
here a photograph of Mr. Davis and an 
autograph letter, both sent by him to 
Jones, The letter is one of the very last 
Mr. Davis ever wrote. He addressed 
Jones in it as ‘‘My dear Mr. Jones.”’ Jones 
is devoted to Mrs. Davis and to Mr. 
Davis’ memory. He is now here to attend 
the firemen’s convention. He has a posi- 
tion in the capitol at Washington, se- 
cured for him by General William R. 
Cox when the latter was secretary of 
the senate and ever since retained. Jones 
is widely known and esteemed. His man- 
ners are very fine indeed. He always car- 
ries a cane, given him by Mr. Davis. He 
visiteq Beauvoir a number of times and 
Mr. Davis had a long talk with him dur- 
ing his last visit to Raleigh.

Now that the terrible war is over 
and Captain Plilsbury’s dreaded 
white squadron has failed to make 
a landing upon the New England 
coast, the old maid men and women 
from Maine to Massachusetts can ad- 
just their nightcaps and sleep in peace. 

Not since the days when Boston | 
and all New England trembled under 
the possibility of Cervera’s phantom 
ueet swooping down upon that coast 
and carrying off some of the halowed 
soil has there been such consterna- 
tion as has been manifested over the 
possibility that Captain Pillsbury 
might make such a landing as would 
give his attacking fleet a victory in 
the war game. 

To be sure there is every indica- 
tion that the Washington experts laid 
down a programme under which Cap- 
t#in Pillsbury did not have one chance 
in a thousand to win. He was given 
a fleet of three converted ocean 
steamers with which he was to make 
a landing in some first-class harbor 

‘between Portland on the north and 
Cape Cod on the south, the principal 
requirement being that he must hold 
his position six hours before the de- 
fending force appeared. The distance 
between these points is put at about 
one hundred miles. Admiral Higgin- 
son was given a fleet of three battle 
ships, eight cruisers and seven tor- 
pedo boats with which to guard the 
coast against this terrible attack, and 
naturally he made Rockport his head- 
quarters, since at that point his main 
force was within five hours’ distance 
of any point within the territory. 

Every point in the game was in Hig- 
ginson’s hands, as it was natural it 
should be. Is it to be supposed things 
would be so arranged as to make it 
possible for the rest of the world to 
know that an enemy could make a 
landing upon the American coast? Of 
course not. But the scare New Eng- 
jand experienced in those ‘sad but 
glarious” days before the Spanish 
fleets had been destroyed proved such 
a shock upon the nerves of the good 
people from Cape Cod to Portland that 
there has been no sleeping since the 
game began. 

But now that the pathetic picture of 
the surrender of the enemy’s fleet has 
been presented to the admiring gaze 
of the anxious multitude, rest is once

Typhoid Fever Precautions. 

The season of the periodical visita- 
tion of typhoid fever is at hand, and 
while Atlanta is never unduly affiict- 
ed in this respect, it behooves the 
sanitary authorities of the municipal- 
ity to early put in force precautionary 
measures against the inception and 
spread of this insidious disease. 

- In common with-most epidemic dis- 
eases, typhoid fever is known to be a} 
germ disease, and unless held in | 
check by proper scientific methods, an 
exceedingly virulent and often fatal. 
disease. The cause of typhoid fever is 
not so difficult to locate as formerly. 
Impure water and milk, and bad 
plumbing, are generally at the bottom 
of the trouble. Since heat kills the 
poison, drinking water should be 
boiled, milk pasteurized, and defective 
pipe joints and sewage attended to. 
Scrupulous cleanliness should be ob- | 
served about house and yard, with the 
free use of lime gnd simple disinfect- 
ants. Flies are prolific germ-spread- 
ers in this connection, and undoubt- 
edly contaminate food.

The infection may be convey- 
ed by the dust blown from the soll, or by 
eating raw vegetables that have grown 
in it, or eny food that flies visiting the 
contaminated soil have rested upon. The

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The Price of Tea. 

After the Ist of January all tea 
should cost the American consumer 10 
cents a pound less than it costs him 
now. 

On that date the revenue tax upon 
tea will be removed. This was placed 
at 10 cents a pound by the war reve- 
nue bill of 1898. At the last session 
of congress this tax was repealed to 
go into effect the 1st of next January. 

The placing of this tax on tea re- 
sulted, naturally, in an increase in the 
selling price to the consumer. The 
removal of the tax ought, of course, 
to cheapen it by the amount of the 
existing tax, but a good many people 
who have investigated express doubt 
that this will follow. A writer in The 
Chicago Chronicle says intimations 
have been given out that the consumer 
need not expect much change in price 
with the removal of the tax, which is 
interpreted as meaning there will be 
no reduction at all. The benefit, it is 
pointed out, is to be divided between 
the tea grower and the tea importer, 
unless one or the other takes it all. 

The hardship of the tea tax and the 
increased price falls particularly upon 
the poor man. The man who is able 
to buy high priced teas does not feel 
it as much as the one who has but a 
small amount to pay for the necessi- 
ties of life. If when the tax has been 
removed the consumer finds he gets no 
benefit from the change, there may be 
disturbance in the full dinner pail that 
will not be enjoyed by the men who 
claim responsibility for filling it. 


A Suggestion for South Carolina.

Triggs on Slang. 
Professor Uscar Lovell Triggs, the 
Chicago university genius who thinks 
Mary MaclLane has Shakespeare, Ba- 
con, Tolstoi and even Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox “whipped to a custard,” when 
it comes to literary ability, has come 


out squarely in defense of the slang 


of the day. 

“So far as natural growth is con- 
cerned,” says Professor Triggs,. ‘“‘the 
English lajguage tongue has come 
almost to a halt. The only place 
where we can look for new contribu- 
tions is in the slang of the day. Words 
are constantly being coined in the talk 
of the streets which will eventually 
become recognized by the academli- 
cians and given a place in the diction- 
ary. Slang is highly metaphorical and 
even poetic. I grant that the image- 
ry is often of a homely sort, but it is 
nevertheless as involved in its sug- 
as the most _ polished 
phrase of the masters of diction. Let 
us not, then, despise this “slanguage” 
which is giving virility and _  pic- 
turesquesness to our speech. Among 
schoo] teachers there is a tradition 
that the use of slang should be dis- 
couraged in the young. When they do 
this they are nipping in the bud in- 
cipient literature.”’ 

There is some gense in this—more 
sense than in-some of the other ut- 
terances of spectacular members of 
the faculty which manages to adver- 
Rockefeller’s university so 
shrewdly. Some slang is good. Many 
of the words and phrases in common 
use today were at one time tabooed 
as not quite proper for polite society 
or for the use of those given over to 
the niceties of speech; but occasionally 
a word or phrase which is pure slang 
at its coining describes an idea so 
aptly that nothing else can quite take 
its place and it is incorporated info: 
the language where it does its full 
part in expressing thought. 

It is not essential to the education 
of an American youth that he should 
devote himself to the acquirement of 
Bowery jargon, but at the same time 
it does not hurt him to occasionally 
induige in the collogquialisms which 
pass as slang. Professor Triggs is 
right.

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Confederate and Other Records Are Discussed in 
Line with Major Smith’s Sunday 
- Article. | 


Dear Mr. Arp: Your earnest and in- 
teresting letter in last Sunday’s Consti- 
tution recalls a conversation between two 
of the state officials of Georgia, both 
confederate veterans, to which I*° was 
privileged to ‘Hsten a short time .. ago. 
They were lamenting the fact that it 
would.soon be impogsible to make a cor- 
rect confederate roster for Georgia. One 
said: “I am afraid when the state awakes 
to the value of. this. honor -roll and de- 
mands .legislatiye action, it will be too 
late. In some companies there are only 
‘a man or two left. In some regiments 
there are only a handful of survivors. 
Ah! how the ranks are thinning.”’ 

‘"Yes,’” replied the other, “too late, too 
late. Did you notice at-Dallas how. old 
and bowed and feeble many of the old 
fellows were? That was the last re- 
union for them. They will not be with 
us at New Orleans next year. Why, 
some of those veterans were way over 
80, and they traveled hundreds of miles 
through heat and dust, in crowded day 
coaches, ta meet the boys and talk over 
‘tthe old days. Tired and worn and sick, 
they said: “We wouldn't have missed it 
for the world.’ And how proud thy 
were of the iron cross! It was their ‘red 
badge of,courage.’ Many an unfortunate 
old fellow felt it was his only claim to 
the world’s respect. It wasn't only the 
four years’ fight with the yankees I 
thought of in looking at their horny 
hands and wrinkled faces, but the hand- 
to-hand fight they had made with pover- 
ty and hardship for nearly forty years 
since they laid down their muskets.”’

Would you like to hear of anothe 
monumental work he has accomplished 
for his native state—this tireless scholar 
and enthusiastic confederate who has for 
years worn the ermine of a justice of the 
supreme court of North Carolina? 
Colonial and Revolutionary Records. 

Judge Clark has also collected and edited 
ten volumes of colonial and revolutionary 
history—mostly revolutionary—of North 
Carolina. In a letter received from him 
& year ago on the subject of revolution- 
ary records in reply to my question as te 
what compensation he received from the 
State he says: “My work has been done 
without any compensation whatever, The 
State paid for copyists and printing and 
paper and binding—nothing more, My 
ninth volume is now being bound and J 
will have one or two more.” 

Georgia has invaluable colonial and 
revolutionary records in her archives fast 
gs0ing to decay. Hon. Phillip Cook, our 
faithful secretary of State, asks year 
after year for funds to have these docu- 
ments bound. They lie open upon the 
shelves in the state department, subject 
to the destroying action of air and dust, 
no pretence of a binding save moth-eaten, 
ragged paper covers. He is not given 
money enough to purchase a cabinet or a 
bookcase in which to preserve these price- 
less witnesses of a noble past. 


Records in England. 

There are more than seventy volumes 
in the British archives relating to the 
colonial history of Georgia. For several 
years the Daughters of the American 
Revolution have petitioned the legislature 
for an appropriation to obtain a tran- 
script of these records. But in vain. The 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
begged for the appointment of a historical] 
commission similar to the one under which 
South Carolina obtained her colonia] 
records. 

Alabama, under her new constitution, 
has a department of history and ar- 
chives with a salaried official at the 
head of it. She, Hke Mississippi, is con- 
Stantly receiving rosters and important 
papers relating to our deathless struggie. 
Where there’s an honest will there's an 
honest way and we must preserve Geor- 
gia’s colonial, revolutionary and confed- 
erate records. Keep writing about it, Mr.

Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
the officers who will represent Georgia 
at the coming encampment of United 
States troops and volunteers at Fort 
Riley, Kans., for military study, and Ad- 
jutant General J. W. Robertson issued an 
order giving notice of the appointments. 

Peia’s representatives on this occa- 
sion will be Colonel Usher Thomason, of 
the Third infantry, Madison: Colonel 
George T. Cann, inspector general of rifle 
practice, Savannah; Colonel William G. 
Qbear, inspector general, Atlanta; Colonel 
Phill G. Byrd, assistant adjutant gener- 
al, Atlanta, and Colone] E. D. Huguenin, 
Second infantry, Macon. 

The order issued by General Robertson 
States that these officers are to go to 
Fort Riley to witness the maneuvers of 
the troops gathered there for encamp- 
ment from September 27 to October 11. 
They will not be paid any per diem, but 
their actuai traveling expenses will be 
paid by the state. 

The appointment is one of considerable 
importance and interest, and was sought 
after by a large number of officers in 
the state service. It is a trip which will 
unquestionably prove of great value to 
those who go in the military instruction 
that it will give them, and Governor 
Candler has selected, as far: as possible, 
those who, will best be in a position to 
impart the information thus gathered to 
the men under them, upon their return. 

The state was asked to send a company, 
battalion or regiment to these maneuvers, 
but the governor said the state could not 
Stand the expense and it was all he could 
do, under the circumstances, to send five 
Officers. Near by states will have large 
bodies of volunteer troops present.

The petitioners allege that Printup 
Bros., on August 22, transferred their 
entire stock and book accounts, valued 
at $2,000, «9 A. B. Hadley, with intent to 
hinder, delay or defraud their creditors. 
It is stated that Hadley’s notes were

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BOARD OF HEALTH 
TO PROBE RUMORS 


Body Will Hold Special Meeting at 3 
O'Clock This Afternoon. 


MAY VISIT THE CREMATORY 


Mayor Mims Requested That Session 
Be Held for Purpose of Hearing 
from Persons Who Had 
Any Evidence To Give 
About Furnace. 


The board of health will meet in spe- 
cial session at 3 o'clock this afternoon for 
the purpose of hearing from persons who 
may have complaints to make concerning 
the operation of the crematory. 

Mayor Mims yesterday morning sent 
a letter to Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, president 
of the board, requesting him to arrange 
a special meeting. Dr. Jarnagin imme- 
diately notified Clerk John Jentzen to 
send notices of the meeting to all the 
board members. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday the 
mayor said: 

“I asked Dr. Jarnagin to call this meet- 
ing so that all rumors and charges rela- | 
tive to the way in which the crematory is 
said to be operated may be looked into J 
by the board. 1 shall urge that the en- 
tire board visit the crematory and make a 
personal investigation. If there is any 
truth in the rumors that have been circu- } 
lated concerning the furnace it should be 
@ ought out and proper steps taken. And 
if there is no foundation for the allega- 
tions, then this should be brought out, 
also, and the whole matter cleared up. 

“1 am in tavor of having the meeting 
open just like a regular session of the 
board and I shall oppose hearsay evi- } 
dence. If any one Knows anything about 
the crematory of his own knowledge then 
let him come before the board and give 
its members the benefit of this knowledge. 
Every member of the health board is as 
anxious to have this matter given a 
thorough investigation as l am.” 

Dr. Bizzéil Taiks. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell, a member of the 
health board, when seen last evening and 
asked about the crematory matter, said: 

“Il was told some time ago that the 
furnace people had connected a pipe with 
the crematory tank for the purpose of 
cleaning the tank. MW never saw this pipe 
and, therefore, do not Know its size. It 
seems this tank was filled from the wag-

ons and its contents were then forced into } 


the furnace with the aid of a pump. 
This pump, | was informed, did not clean 
the tank thoroughly, and it was necessary 
to flush the tank after it had been emp- 
tied. 

‘‘In order to carry on 
process the pipe was put in. AS soon as 
Chief Hope learned of its existence he 
expressed the belief that it ought nut to 
be there and it was immediately discon- 
nected, The board agreed with the views 
of the chiet and, as the sanitary depart- 
ment’s desire has been complied with, it 
was not necessary for the board to take 
any formal action. It was thought at the 
time that the existence of a pipe, of what- 
ever size, might result in Just such a state 
of affairs as now exist. 

“You can rest assured that the board 
will make a cemplete investigation and 
will bring out the truth in the case.”

IN TAX RATE OF GEORGIA

Outlook Is It Will Be Fixed at $5.44, Same as Last 
Year--New Railroad Map Is Issued. 
Capitol News. 


HE chances are there will be no de- 
T  crease in the state. tax rate this 

year. Though every effort will be 
made to get it down when the figures are 
gone over today by Governor Candler and 
Comptroller General Wright, the indica- 
tions are that it will have to be fixed at 
$5.44 on $1,000, the same rate as last year 
and the highest rate allowed under the 
law. 

Some weeks ago when it was thought 
property returns would make a better 
showing than they have done, it was 
thought the rate could be reduced to 
$5.30 on $1,000. More recently it. was 
Stated {it would probably be impossible 
to put it below $5.40, and now it appears 
there is no chance of any _ reduction 
at all, — 

Every effort was made to complete the 
figures ‘yesterday so as to fix the rate, 
but Comptroller General Wright found 


it impossible to dé this and the matter 
cannot be settled until today. 


The last county tax digest was received ' 


yesterday. It was from Troup county 
and showed a gain over last year of 
$152,509. ( 

This makes the total net gain in 2 
eral property returns according to 


The total net gain in the returns of 
railroad, telephone, telegraph and ex- 
press companies over last year is $5,- 
165,107, 

This ‘makes the total net gain in the 
returns of all property over last year 
$10,790,510 against an increase last year 
over 1900 of nearly $23,000,000. 

Comptroller General Wright states that 
there are about $195,000 more in appro- 
priations to be provided for this year 
than last year. At $5.40 on $1,000, the in- 
crease in tax returns over last year will 
net qnly about $58,497, so it will be seen 
there is still a chance for a deficit, even 
with the highest rate allowed by law 
to be charged. 

In spite of this situation Governor 
Candler hopes, after going over the fig- 
ures, to be able to make some slight 
reduction over the rate of last year. Tax- 
ation has*been materially reduced during 
his administration and he ts anxious to 
make the best possible showing at this 
ime. If there is any way to make the 
reduction there is no doubt that he will 
Go. it. 

The total returns of all property in 
Georgia this vear amount to about $467,- 
300,000. The total returns of railroad prop- 
erty are $51,070,436, of street railways $3, - 
968,137, of telephone properfy $768,140, of 
telegraph companies $576,098.-and of ex- 
press companies $337,193. The _ total 
amount of corporation property returned 
to the comptroller general is $56,720,004 
against $51,554,817 last year. 


RESIGNATION NOT RECEIVED. 

OVERNOR CANDLER has not yet 
LS panmiee the resignation of Justice Hal 
T. Lewis, of the supreme court, and said 
vesterday he had heard nothing of it. 
The governor said he knew nothing what- 
ever of Justice Lewis’ intention to resigr 
except what he saw of the rumors with 
regard to it. 

Nevertheless, there is still a persistent 
report based apparently on good au- 
thority that Justice Lewis intends to 
leave the bench and that his resignation 
is ready to’ go to the governor, if it has 
not already been mailed. , 

The announcement of this fact has 
already. had the effect of. bringing out 
the candidates for the vacancy when 
ever it occurs.

TWO ATLANTA MEN 
ARE BADLY INJURED 


Bloodhounds Are Put on Trail Near 
the Scene of Wreck, but No One 
Has So Far Been Found Who 
Could Be Held Respon- 
sible—Eugineer Talks. 

The wreck of the United States fast 
mai] southbound train on the Southern 
railway near Harking, § C., yesterday 
morning did not prove to be as disastrous 
as was at first indloated by the repos 
received, but it was nothing short of a 
miracle which saved the lives of the largo 
number of passengers and the members 
of the train crew. 

A number of Atlantans were aboard the 
train returning from the east, but with 
the exception of a considerable shake up 
and much fright they all came out safe. 
The accompanying half-tone of the wreck- 
ed train is from a photograph taken by 
F. E. McKnight, of this city, who stood 
on a ledge 40 or 50 feet high overlooking 
the disabled train. 
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NATHAN E. LOWENTHAL, of 
Atlanta, Who Was Seriously In- 
jured in the Southern’ Wreck Yes- 
terday. 
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Busha, who lives at No. 24 Hendrix 
avenue, and Nathan E. Lowenthal, of 142 
Formwalt street, were the only two per- 
sons seriously injured. Mr. Busha 
sustained painful injuries in the face, on 
the arms and had both ankles bad'y 
sprained, but it is thought that he will 
soon recover. 

Mr. Lowenthal, it is feared, has 
sustained internal injuries in the chest 
and abdomen, and it is also feared that 
his back is injured. 

The other mail clerks, J. W. Gray, J. 
R. Anglin, W. A. Dagnall and E. KE. 
Smith were badly shaken up and sustain- 
ed a few bruises, but were not seriously 
injured. 

Engineer Busch Talks. 

Engineer Henry Busha when seen at his 
home, No. 24 Hendrix avenue, yesterday, 
while he was Dadly bruised about the 
face, over the eyes, on the nose and left 
cheek, both arms bruised from the shoul- 
der to the elbow, with his back severely 
scalded and both ankles in plaster paris 
casts, yet he had just awakened from a 
refreshing nap and talked interestingly 
about the wreck and the experience he 
passeq through. 

“Yes, it was the worst wreck that we. 
have had on the road in @ Jong time, and 
I hope that I will never again have to go 
through just such another experience. 

“T want to tell you that I did not jump 
from the engine. I crawled out, and that 
with considerable difficulty, after the en- 
gine had come to a dead standstill, lying 
on its side. 

“When the search light of the engine 


first flashed on the switch I saw that !t 


was open and that the switch light was 
out. It was too late for me to stop, as 
I was running at the rate of about #4 
miles an hour. We were behind time 
about thirty minutes and I was trying to 
make it up 

“Just as we struck the open switch I 
remember saying to my fireman, ‘Charlie, 
I,ve made my last run.’ Then the engina 
struck the right hand side of the em- 
bankment with such terrific force that 
the huge piece of machinery was hurled 
across to the left hand side of the cut and 
then she tumbled on her left side and tiie 
tremendous force of the onrushing cars 
seemed to push the engine forward with 
an awtul grating and grinding noise after 
it was lying on the ground. 

“I am satisfied that it was the diabol- 
cal work of wreckers—the changing of 
that switch. There are three switches be- 
tween the main track and the end of that 
Spur, and each was opened and made 
ready to send the train whirling into 
the 60-foot excavation, and the jumping 
of the rails was all that saved the lives 
of the persons on board. 

“We came very near having a wreck 
shortly after leaving Easly, C... vy 
striking a wheelbarrow that had been left 
standing on the track. Several parts of 
the engine were damaged, and it was 
making these repairs that caused the de- 
lay.’’ 


Nathan Lowenthal Talks. 

Nathan E. Lowenthal, chief mail clerk, 
who, it is feared, is more seriously in- 
jured than anyone in the wreck, wag 
seen at his home, 142 Formwalt street, 
yesterday. He seemed to be suffering 
considerably from injuries in the lower 
bewels, chest and back. 

In speaking of the wreck he said: “Tt 
was an awful experience, and I trust I'll 
never have to go through a similar one 
again. 

“When the crash came I had just lain 
down to rest a moment. My head was 
toward the engine, and when the car 
turned over I was pitched forward on 
my head and while standing on my head 
was caught between one of the mall bins 
and about 2.000 pr§nds of the heavy New 
York Sund py mail. My feet were up in 
the air and I could not with the most 
desperate efforts extricate myself. The 
feeling was that as if I was in a com- 
press and the very life was being 
crushed out of me. It was an awful 
experience and T hope the last.’’ 

Mr. Lowenthal was resting as quietly 
as could be expected at a late hour last 
night. 

Bloodhounds on Trail. 

The efforts to iocate the persons criml- 
nally responsible for the wreck of the 
train is told of in the following dispatch 
from Toccoa, Ga.: 

Toccoa, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
Acting on the theory that someone had 
willfully tampered with the switch, the 
railroad authorities early this morning 
secured ‘hloodhounds and attempted to 
trail the miscreants, but all to no avail. 
It is said that the hounds struck several 
trails, but were able to follow none for 
any great distance and the chase was 
soon forsaken. 

Many who examined the switch declare 
that they could see nothing wrong with 
it, and that it did not appear to’ haye 
been tampered with when the relief train 
reached the scene about five hours after 
the wreck occurred. There was slight 
indications thaf a crow bar had been 
used to turn the switch. 

The authorities state positively that 
spikes were pulled out with a crow bar 
along the side track. 

All the indications point to a deliberate 
intention on the part of someone, for 
some unknown purpose, to wreck the 
train. ble t

TBACHERS READY FOR WORK 


First Session of Normal School Held 
Yesterday Morning. ; 


TWO ADDRESSES DELIVERED 


Dr. C. D. McIver Will Lecture to the 
School Today—Other Noted 
Teachers To Lecture. 


In the large hall of the Boys’ High 
school yesterday morning the teachers of 
the public schools of the city gathered to 


attend the first session of their regular 


annual normal school. Almost all the 
teachers of the city were present, t0- 
gether with many visiting speakers. 

The teachers assembled in the hall at 9 
o'clock and the work was immediately 


begun. Major W. F. Slaton, superinten- 
dent of the Atlanta schools, made a few 
short remarks of welcome. Professor J. 
I. Foust then delivere@ an interesting ad- 
dress on ‘“‘Arithmetic.’’ The address was 
only one of a series he is to deliver be- 
fore the school. Miss Leah Jones was 
introduced by Superintendent Slaton and 
addressed the teachers on ‘Primary 
Work.”’ 

The teachers were then organized into 
classes according to their work for. the 
coming year. Every class elected a chair- 
man and a secretary. Then rooms were 
assigned the classes for the session. The 
negro teachers will meet in the basement 
of the school. 

Every morning two speakers will make 
addresses in the hall before al] the teach- 
ers. This morning at 8 o’clock Dr. Mc- 
Iver will talk on ‘“‘The Principles of Edu- 
cation,” and immediately after him Pro- 
fessor T. Gilbert Pearson will speak on 
“Nature Study.’ Both these lectures 
promise to be interesting and it is ex- 
pected that many people will be present 
to hear the speakers. 

Regular class work will be taken up at 
the conclusion of the lectures. 

At 11 o’clock the high school teachers 
and those of the seventh and eighth graje 
grammar schools will be addressed by 
Dr. McIver. He will talk on ‘‘Civil Gov- 
ernment as Related to Citizenship.’’ Dur- 
ing the day a few local instructors will 
speak, including Dr. Theo Toepel, instruc- 
tor in physical culture; Professor B. C. 
Davis, instructor in music, and Professor 
E. R. Utterbach, instructor in manual 
training.

Georgia crop conditions just now are 
somewhat worse than they were last 
year at this time, according to the crop 
report issued yesterday by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and last year the 
crop conditions were considerably below 
the average. 

The average condition of cotton 
throughout the state at the present time 
according to the report is 70 per cent 
Qs against 7 per cent last year, and 
that was considered rather a poor show- 


ing. Cotton is the great staple crop 
and the condition of the other crops at 
this time does not vary much from that 
of eotton. Corn is even below that av- 
erage, being 68 per cent, while the condi- 
tion of rice is 82 per cent, being the 
highest of all the crops. 

The report of crop conditions as issued 
by Commissioner O. B. Stevens yester- 
day is as follows: 

‘The crop report from the Georgia depart- 
ment of agriculture repr-sents the crop as It 
stood in the field August 20, 1902. It is made 
up from nearly a thousand blanke sent out 
into different sections of each county to par- 
ties who are considered capable of giving the 
desired information concerning the conditions 
and prospects of the crops in their neigh- 
borhood. Most of these were with 
the desired information. 

The conditions this year have been peculiar. 
Over large areas of the state, hot, dry winds 
have prevailed, affecting very materially the 
condition and ‘prospects of all crops. Some- 
times there is marked difference in the reports 
coming in from different localities in the 
game county, in some of which a long-con- 
tinued drought is reported, while in others 
the seasons and conditions are eaid to be 
good. The general complaint is drought and 
rust. A few of the counties report crops 
unusualily fine, but the great majority state 
them to be considerably below the average. 
In a few instances complaint is made of too 
much rain in August. The general outlook 
discloses conditions and prospects less favor- 
able than at this time jast year. 

In the Three Sections. 

The condition of the vario@ crops compared 
to an average for the various sections is as 
follows: 

Northern Section—Cétton, 62 per cent; corn, 
62 per cent; upland rice, 81 per cent, sweet 
potatoes, 64 per cent; tobacco, 52 per cent; 
cow peas, 67 per cent; ground peas, 68 per 
cent; forage crops, such as shredded corn, 
hay, etc., 63 per cent; number of hoge, 76 
per cent; condition of live stock, 83 per cent; 

sugarcane, 70 per cent. 

Middle Section—Cotton, 71 per cent; corn, 65 
per cent; upland rice, 78 per.cent; sweet 
potatoes, 69 per cent; tobacco, 50 per cent; 
cow peas, 7] per cent; ground peas, 79 per 
cent; forage crops, such as shredded corn, hay, 
etc., 68 per cent; number of hogs, 82 per 
cent; condition of live stock, 90 per cent; 
sugarcane, 75 per cent. 

Southern Section—Cotton, 81 per cent; corn, 
77 per cent; rice, 88 per cent; sweet potatoes, 
SO per cent; tobacco, 8! per cent; cow peas, 
89 per cent; ground peas, 91 per cent; forage 
crops, such as shredded corti, hay, etc., 83 per 
cent; number of hogs, 87 pe cent; condition 
of live stock, 90 per cent; #ugar cane, 79 
per cént.~ 

Averages for the State. 

The total averages of all these crops for the 
whole state is as follows: 

Cotton, 70 per cent; corn, 68 per cent; rice, 
82 per cent; sweet potatoes, 71 per cent; to- 
Bacco, 61 per cent; cow peas, 76 per cent; 
ground peas, 79 per cent; forage crops, such 
as shredded corn, hay, etc., 7! per cent; 
number of hogs, 8! per cent; condition of 
live stock, 88 per cent; sugarcane, 75 per 
cent.

NEW FERTILIZER 
RULES ADOPTED 


Commissioner Stevens Prepares Te Put 
Wew Law in Effect. 


WILL RAISE THE STANDARD 


Rules to Which Manufacturers of 
Fertilizers Will Have To Con-. 
form After October 1, the 
Date When the New Law 
Becomes Effective. 


Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the de- 
paren of agriculture, yesterday made 
nye mber of rulings interpreting the new 
ferti tzer law which g6es into effect on 


October 1, the beginning of the new fer-. 


tilizer season. 

This law, which was passed to go into 
effect. this year at such time as.the com- 
missioner of agriculture should maké 
rules under which it is to become opera- 
tive, has the effect of increasing the 
standard of fertilizers to be used, so 
that the percentage of plant food must 
be greater than heretofore. 

As published exclusively in The Con- 
stitution some time ago, it. was decided 
by Commissioner Stevens not to make 
the law operative until October 1 so 
that it would not break into the closing 
of the present season. 

The rules made yesterday governing 
the operations of the new law are as 


follows: 
The New Rules. 


1. The grade of the fertilizers is to be 
considered & part of the “brand name, and, or 
trade-mark,’’ and may immediately precede 
or follow the same if used at all. 

2. It is optional with the manufacturer 
whether he brands the grade on his sacks or 
not, but if he does brand the grade on the 
sacks then the goode must conform to’ the 
requirements of the grade as stated in sec- 
tion 4 of the law, 

3. In branding the word ‘‘potash’’ the char- 
acters ‘‘K20°' heretofore in use are to be 


omitted. 
10 ° 


4. In the case of goods containin 
‘per cent available phosphoric acid, .082 per 
cent nitrogen and | per cent potash or sucn 
mixtures 9-166-1, or 8-0.82-3, or other com- 
binations, which do not reach a total commer- 
cial value equal to that of the standard fer- 
tilizer, which is 8-1.65-2, such mixtures are 
v.9t to be designated by any grade at all. Sucp 
goods may be offered for sale, and branded 
with any name the maker desires to give, 
provided such name does not indicate that they 
belong to a high or standard grade. 

5. In printing bags containing acid phos- 
phate only, or acid phosphate and potash, 
where all three ingredients of plant food are 
not claimed, it shall be optional with the 
maker whether he brands only the guaranteed 
ingredients, as for instance: Available phos- 
phoric acid, 14 per cent; or he may brand: 
Available phosphoric acid, 10 per cent; ni- 
drogen, none; potash, none. 

But in this latter case the letters of the 
word ‘‘none’’ shal] be plain and distinct, and of 
the same size type as the names of the ele- 
ments standing opposite them. 

6. In the case of goods containing less than 
1.65 nitrogen théy may be branded as ‘‘Ammo- 
niated’’ goods, ‘‘guano or fertilizer’’ or other 
words implying that the same is an ammo- 
niated superphosphate, provided they contain 
not less than 0.82 per ‘cent nitrogen. 

7. A goods containing {0 per cent avail- 
able phosphoric acid, 0.62 per cent nitrogen 
and 3 per cent potash, cannot be branded high 
grade, since it has not as high a commercial 
value az the legal high grade; the legal high 
grade is worth today $15.30. and the goods 
mefitioned has a value of $13.

DEPARTMENT MAKES REPORT 


Yondition of Cotton Compared ‘to an 
Average Is 70 Per Cent as~- 
Against 75 Per Cent Last 
Year—Other Crops About 
the Same. 


New York, August 25.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices | to 5 points higher, 
this being in direct contrast to the ruling 
of the English market, which was barely %@ 
1% higher, whereas a rise of 2% pwoints had 
been anticipated es a response to Saturday’s 
firmness here. The local trade, however, 
overlooked the cable news and was influenced 
by alarming crop reports from many parts 
of the belt, notably, from Texas, where con- 
tinued high temperature and rapid deteriora- 
tion surely did not indicate. a bumper yield. 
The central and eastern s¢ctions of the belt 
complained of insufficient moisture, while the 
condition was éaid to be dropping off day 
by day with shedding and rust unusually sure. 
Soon after the call the bull element, led by the 
Wall stret operator so conspicuous for some 
time of late, bid the whole list higher, giv- 
ing special attention to the winter options. 
Liverpool was obliged to yield a little from 
its bearish ideas, and at the close that mar 
ket was firm and 2 to 4 points higher. Where- 
as Europe was an early seller here, late or- 
ders went to the bull side and helped to 
strengthen the market. Fear of a very un- 
favorable weekly crop report tomcrrow, and 
that next week's condition statement by the 
bureau will show a loss to below the figure 
for same time last year undermined much 
short cotton. Many stop orders were reached 
on the late rise which carried January to 
8.14. There were a few very slight reac- 
tions, but these were quickly followed by fresn 
bull spurts and a higher ruling of vatues than 
before The market at the close was. firm 
and 10 to 19 points higher. Total sales were 
by far the largest in months, estimated at 
600,000 bales, of which the bulk was in the. 
winter months. Private telegrams stated that 
New England spinners were free buyers of 
spot cotton in the south, where ideas were 
rapidly hardening.

~~ New Orleans, August 25.—There was a 

“marked improvement in the tone of the spot 
cotton market today. Factors were putting 
out new liste and preparing to take advan- 
tage of the betterment in general conditions.

Central, has his hands full and 
that that position supplies him with as 
much work as one man-wants to perform 
with the thoroughness that character®es 
Major Hanson.

New Railroad Map. 

The railroad commission yesterday is- 
sued a new railroad map of the state, 
bringing the railroad situation in Georgia 
entirely up to date and even indicating

The map differs tn no respect from 
others that have been issued in the past 
with the exception that it shows all the 
railroad changes during the last year and 
those which are scheduled to.be made 
within the next few months. Perhaps 
the principal change which this map in- 
dicates is the absorption of the Plant 
system by the Atlantic Coast Line. All 
of the Plant properties are now shown 
under the name of the purchasing road. 

Another interesting change that is noted 
in this map is tne purchase of the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western by the 
Southern railway. The new cut.off on 
the Coast Line, formerly the Plant sys- 
tem, from Jesup to Folkston, shortening 
the distance to Jacksonville, is) shown 
in both Coast Line and Southern colors, 
as both roads have equal rights over it 
by contract ugreement. The Southern 
has a similar trackage rignt over tne 
Coast Line from Savannah to Jesup, and 
this also is shown in two colors. 

The Brunswick and Birmingham rail 
road is shown as completed from Bruns- 
wick to Nicholls, and extensions of many 
short. lines, particularly In the southern 
part of the state, are indicated. 

On the pack of the map are the names 
of all the counties, county seats, cities, 
towns, creeks and rivers in the state, 
altog@ther a lot of valuable information.
